SRS  and  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Nursing  have  adopted  standards  to 
insure  that  the  staff  of  service  providers  be  adequately  trained  to 
legally  assist  or  supervise  developmentally  disabled  clients  in  ad- 
ministration of  medications.  When  a  client  is  to  be  assisted  and/or 
supervised  in  taking  medications,  a  certified  staff  person  must   be 
present--the  law  requires  this. 

Staff  persons  seeking  certification  under  this  rule  study  the  Epi- 
tepsi.es   <§  Medioations  Individualized  Instruction  Manual   available 
from  TRIG.  A  certification  test  is  given  to  these  staff  member  at 
their  requiest.  Applicants  who  have  successfully  completed  this 
training  receive  certificates.
